The class of 1916 num- 
kered one hundred and nineteen, an increase of nearly thirty 
in the three years. The object of this Normal is to prepare 
teachers for efficient work on playgrounds. These normals 
last ten weeks and are free to all applicants.

1 beg to submit herewith my report as Supervisor of 
Playgrounds for the season of 1915, which is as follows: 


 4he season just closed has been one of the most suc- 
cessiul yet experienced by the playgrounds of the City. The 
number oí playgrounds operated consisted of eleven for 
white children and two ior colored which were opened to 
the public on June 14th and closed on August 20th, having 
been in operation ten weeks. 


A normal class was conducted during the two months 
previous to the opening oí the playgrounds. At this class 
the teachers were instructed in first-aid work, how to con- 
duct a playeround and various games and dances for chil- 
dren of all ages. This normal class, which was started in 
1914, is the first of its kind in the South. Since it was 
opened it has been attended by 176 teachers; 141 have taken 
the director’s examination, the others having dropped out 
for various reasons. 


Each ground was in charge of a director and an assist- 
ant who taught games and dances, as well as looked out for 
the welfare of the children. 


The total attendance for 1915 was 134,481. The total 
attendance during 1914 was 93,089. The new reports for 
the directors adopted this year enabled us to keep an accu- 
rate attendance on the playgrounds, including visitors. The 
attendance on the grounds this year was beyond our ex- 
re-tation. 

T wish to thank the members of the Park Commission 
for the interest which they took in the playgrourd work 
during the past season, also Mr. Ben Lee Crew, President of 
the Board; Mr. J. H. Andrews, Chairman of the Playground 
Committee. and Mr. J. O. Cochran, General Manager of 
Parks, for the co-operation and support which they extended 
to me as Supervisor of Playgrounds.

Give your child’s 
social instinct an opportunity 
to develop thru play, if you 
want him to have a fair 
chance of amounting to some- 
thing in later life. When the 
playground-educated boy be- 
gins the business of life, he 
needs no special training in 
the art of human intercourse. 
In the playground, too, if it is 
under the direction of a com- 
petent director, children are 
assured of a mental discipline 


that will bring out the good 
qualities possessed by even 
the worst of boys.
